HE provincc.or4iJobah of Benj^al is aiarj^e 
Jifirid of Hiiidooliaun, at iho lAoulh ^>f the 
Ganges, liat'iTig "riilhet ou ijie Norlh, tlie king- 
cltmis of Aracan and Tiperah onjflie Eall, •tlif* Bay 
td’ Bengal and Orllfa on the boiuli, ainl the tooVih 
of Bahar on the Wed; it being, according lo the 
Ayeeii Akl)ery, 400 cofs long, am', i;(){) broad. 
In the time ofAkbe., KlUu Afghan Cinied his con* 
cjiiciis fo far towards the cad, as to t'nter a coiniiry 
called Bhat^% which has fince been rcckuneil a 
part of the foobah of Bengal. Here he caul'ed the 
kootbahjor prayer, lo be read, anckcaufed coi isto^ 
to be druck inj^henaine of that viA>r*v3us prince* 
Little worthy of note is related of the country of 
Bhatty, except that it produces qiiaiuttie-. of 
mangoc trees, wLicli yield ainyfl deiicgnis fiuit: 
Llie trees do not lohigh as the ordinary ftatj^re 
Di the human rapce#

zi^l name of this provi^nce was Bung ; 
aed to it from the mounds of earth (that 
{te appellation qf thofe mounds) which the* 
St^t ^jShi caufed t4 be thrown up in the low 
lands ^at the foot of the hills. By the emperor 
AurSiigzebe it was cl|ied $oobah Jennul ul Belaad 
Bengala, i. e. the paradife of nations, the Soobah . 
of Bengal. The breadth of thefe mounds was 
ttfually about twenty ^ydnts, and their hei^t about 
ten. ■> ' * 

According to the Ayeen Akbery.the a'u* of Bengal 
is very, temperate. But as this country lies almod 
_^ntirely wjthin the torrid zorih, and in the middle 
of a*ijbry<«xtenfive continent, it is Ibmetiincs Aib- 
jedt to fuch extr^efe of heat, as rendeF it very fa- 
tal Efhropean d>nfUtutions. Dr. Lind is of opi- 
ni(lhi,*thabthe climate of Bengal is the raoll daii- 
gen^us in this refpeA of any of the Englifh territo- 
V«s, excepting Bencoolen on the coaft of Sumatra. 
Bart of this unhealthinefs arifes-from the mere 
rBance of heat ; for in all the fouthern parts 
(ndia, jvhen the wind blows overdand, it is fo 
extiemely hot and fuffbeating as fcarccly to be borne. 

‘ The reafon of* this is clear from the mere infpec- 
. tion of a uflhp of Alia, where it ds evident that 
whatever wind^«blows over land, efpecially Jn 
fouthecn parts, muft pafs met an hnmenfe tra^ 
of eoiinfry ftroogly heated bjp the fun j and as in 
.^Mif'^part of this exCenfiva'continent there are 
&iert^ of coniidoirable magnitude^ tKc 
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heat is thus prodi^oufly inc^fed. Tlils1)e^6in¥;s 
very evident on the fatliiig of a fliower of Tain at 
t!ie time the laiid«wind prevails ; for if the wind in 
its way paifes through the Ihotver, t^eSir i§ agreM 
bly cooled, though the iky fliould*be ever fo^lear^ 

• while thofevidio te&de only a); a fe^ miles dilh&ice* 
*1^iit out of the direA line of the ihower, will be 
fainting under the excei&ve heat. Here in^eedU 
wBeri thfi air Is clcir, tjie jTun-heams arc mi)c1i 
more powerful than in otir climate, iniSmuch that 
the light noon-day is too po^A^rful for the eyes to 
bear; and thelftrge ilars^ as Venus and Jupiter/ 
ihinc with a furprifing luftre. Thus th^ reflexion 
of the fun-be^ins from the earth muft aeccltarily 
occaiion an extraordinary degree heat in the 
mofphere ; fo that from tho wiadS above-mentig»n- 
eJ very great inconveniences fometimes arife, ii- 
milar to thofe which are occafioned by the IJar^ 
mattan in Africa. Mr. Ives tells us, that it is 
affirmed they will fziap glals if it be Iqo much ex- 
pofed to them : he has feen the veneering ftripped 
offifromacHbft of drawers by their means; and 
they will certainly crack and chao almoft everjr 
piece of wood that is not wdl fe^ned. Incer-* 
tain places they are fo loaded with (an^, that the 
hosizon s^pears quite hazy were^jthey bloyr, and 
it is almoft impoflUile to preveitt the* eyes from 
being thus greatly hyured* ^ Thd^ have fikewife a 
very pernicious 'ejie& 5n frich people ^ are eK}iplh<| 
«to. them while fleepiilg* This feldomtiittls to bduijf

on a fit of the barbiej^s, a kind of paralytic dif- 
temper attended witli^ total deprivation of the life 
of the limbs,, and whi^h the patient never gets the 
•bettex ^f bftt hy removing to foine other climate* 
Theft hot winds arc made ufc of with great fuc- 
8eCs*for cooling liquors, by wrapping a wet cloth 
round the bottles, and expofing it to the jur*' 
The* reafon of this is Kltte very quick evaporation 
;ivhich takes place, and^ which, in ever^ fiinilar 
inllance, jftodiices a great^degree of cold. 

The unheal thinfils of Bengal, however, is more 
particAilarly tobeuttributfd to the inundations of the 
^ Ganges aml^Burrainpooter, by means of which fiich 
quanjtios of putreljible matters areiJ^mught down 
.asinfed the air^Ith the moll malignant vapours 
wljeh the watersVetirej* Though the rainy foalbn 
begiift In Bengal only in the month of Juno, the 
rivfT begin’s to in the mountains of Thibet, 
early in ApHl, and by the latter end of that month 
in Bengal alfo. The reafon of this is partly the 
melting of the fnow on the mountains of Thibet, 
and partly^tbe vaft colleAion of vapours brought by 
the foutherly or fouth-weft inonfoon, which are 
• fuddenly Hopped by the high mountains of Thibet. 
Hence it is^obvious, that the accumulation and con- 
deji'atipn of tl^e vapours muft firft take plac* in 
the neighbourhood of the ]{iountains which op« 
pofe iheifi ; and^us the rainy* feafon coinractices 
in thpfe places whiclf lie neareft the moun^ 
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In Beng^lthe^ waters rife at iSrft \"ery flowly, 
increafmg only at the rate one inch a day for 
the firft fortnight. It then gradually augments 
to two and three inch^i^ before any tqnantijy 
fain falls in the low countries ; when tlie rain 
becomes gfcnera^ the incrcafc at a inodiiiui fi^ 
Inches per day. .By the latter end of July, all the, 
lower parts of Bengal, corjtiguous to the Ganges 
mad Buwampoorcr, arc overflowed^ and prefen t a 
►a furfacc of ^ater niore^lian lOOmilesm^'ide-. This 
vail colleftion of fluid, howevQj^,is owing in a great 
meafurc to the i^ins which fall on the low country 
itfelf ; for the lands in the neighbourhoad are»over-s 
(Bowed fome time before jthe hed of life rivej,*is fil- 
led. It mifft be obfeved, thaf the ground on th« 
bankofthe river, and even to fofti/xniles diftaljce, is 
higher than that which is more remote ;^and,thu5 a 
feparatiou is made for a confidcyable time betwixt 
the waters of the land-flood and thofc of the river. 

As the cultivated lands in Bengal would receive 
damage from fiich a copious inundation, they muft 
for this rcafon be guarded by ftrong dy^^s to relift 
the waters, and admit only a certain quantity, 
Thefe, colledUvely taken, are faid fo be more tliai\ 
1000 miles In length, are kept up at an enor- 
mous cxpence; Jet they^iiot always anfwer the pur- 

pofe< on account of the loofene4s of the tarth of

larded in fuch a trianner asToihctiincs to raife the 
]niinda^ioi\two feet afiotrelthe ordinary level; which" 
has been known to oucafion the lofs of i^hole crops 
of nof. • In the y^lr 17?3, a melancholy accident 
happended^t Luckipour*, wheir a ftronggale of 
wind, confprring with a high fpring^tide, at afea- 
fon when the^periodical flood was within a foot and 
an half of its higheft pitch, the waters are faid to 
have rifen fix feet above their ordinary level. Thus 
the inhabitants a particular diftrift were fwept away 
with^ tlftlr houfes and cattle ; and to aggravate 
the difttefs, it l^appened in a part of the country 
it wafo fcarcely po^ble to find a tree by 
bym ich a man might cling iti order to fare 
lelf from iiopen^g ruin. ^ 

For tbe*lpaiBe efa few days before tbc middle of 
ibe iiH!mda;^on is^at a fbM, and then be*

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gins to abate, by a cefCition of r!tiu in the moiia^ 
talus, though great quaiitiljes ftill continue to fall 
©u the low country. The inundation does not,, 
however, in its decreafe,#atways keep pace with 
that of the river, by reafon of the height? jf the 
banks ; but after the beginnjpg of OAober, yhopi 
. the rain has nearly cea(ed, the remainder goes off 
quickly by evaporation, leaving the ground exceed- 
ingly enriched and fertile. Thus the land of Ben- 
gal is rendered highly fe^ftile, by inundai^ion. In likfi 
manner as^Egypt is by the ovej^owing of the Nile, 
which is occa^pned by the torrents of rain which^ 
fail in AbyiSnia. • • * * . 

From the changing of theononfooit m 0<3tober 
to the inid^e of March, the jfvers are in a ftatc of • 
tranquillity ; when the north«^Pft windii begin^ 
and may be-€xpe<fted once in three or four days 
till the conimenceinent of the r|iny reafon. Thefe 
are the moll formidable enemies of the inlandT na« 
vigation which is carried on by means of the 
large rivers. They are tudden and violent, fqualls, 
attended with rain; and though their duration is 
commonly but (hort, fometiraes prodifce fatal of- 
fe<Ss; whole fleets of trading boa*s having been 
funk by tliem ^almoft inftantaneoufly.. They are* 
more frequent in the callem than the weitem part 
of Bengal, and happen ofteiiei^ftwards life clofe 
of jhc day that a,t*any other Jyne : Tbpt as they 
are indicated fome tigie before the approach by the

weather occaiienally^appens. At this feafon places >

Am increa^s : and, on tjbe other hand, the bad* 
weather, wlfbn it happens, is of longer continu- 
ance than, during the feafen of the north-weliers. 
The rivers being now fprcSid^to the dillance of fe- 
mal farge waves ate raifed on them, par. 
•riculaAy when blowing in a direction t;ontrary to 
therapid parts of* ^Ife ftr|am, and the danger arif* 
thefc thouldof couvi’e be avoided. 

In the interval between the end of the rainy fea- 
ibn and the bc^mring of the north-wefters, this na* 
figutionmay be veiy fafely undertaken; anordi- 
iMl^ydcgl<6eofaU«mion bring then only requifitc to 
pilot the boat clear of ^lows and fiunips of 
t)ree$; Tbefeafon of the north-wefiers requires 
|£e gr<Akteft cal^ and attention. Shotild one of 
Ihefe fqiutlle approach^ and nocieeh or inlet offer 
ftepp bat^ of the rivers flmuld jk 
l^ug^ht asVpl^ce of ihelter, if it is not in a 
be to the windward or ice- 
ij^d,.falher than the other.

The boaU corainonlj em^oyed in the iAlitM

*dravring fi'om four to ^t water. *Their mo^ 

- tion is verjr flow, not exceeding the rate of eig^ 
miles a day when moved by their oars; (o that' 
their progre^ down thd nver muft depend princi- 
pally on the potion of t^e eficrent. Vipm the bp- 
ginning of^Jovember to theeaiddle or latter end 
of May, the ufual rate oi^ goihg down the fireom 
is about 40 miles in twelve hours, aad,durifig tho 
reft of the year from 50 to 70 miles. "The cunent ■ 
is ftrongeft while the waters of the Urandation are 
running oiF, which happens in part of Auguft 
and September. In many of the fludlow rtven^ 
however, thecurrent is exceedingty flow during the 
dry months ; infomuch that the trade-rope is fire^ 
qnently ufed by gbtng, downwards.

Thi& foobah of*B^ngal^abounds with rivers, the 
fiueftpf w^Jiich is the (Jung, or Ganges, which 
rlfes in the mountains tliat border on Thibet, in 
about ninety-^ wo degrees of Eaft longitude, and 
about thirty-two degrees of North latitude. It 
croifes fevcral Kixigdoms, running from Eaft to Weft, 
and then froifi North to South, traverfing an iin- 
menfe track of country, and falling at length into 
^he Bay of Bengal by fcvei;al itioiuhs. The Hindoo 
priefts bave« tradition, that its wafers flow from 
the hair of Mahadjo *.

The le^rneH among * ihfi Hindoos 
have compofed volumes in praife^of thefe waters^ 
all parts of which are fhid to^be holy, bnt.fome 
particular places are efteemed more fo tjian others. 
The great people have the? water of the Ganges 
brought to them from vaft diftances^ it being ef- 
teemed neceffary in the performance of fome reli- 
gious ceremonies. The water of the Ganges haa 
been celebrated in all ages, not only fewr itsfanflity, 
but alfo on account of it its fweetnefs, lightnefi, 
and wholefomenefs, and for, that^it dues not be- 
come putrid though kept for years. •

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By far the greater number of the rivers of Bengal 
have their banks cultivated with rice, of which 
there arc a variety of fpecies. The foil is fo fertile 
In foine places, that a Angle grain of nee will yield a 
meafiir^ of two or three feer. Soitk* laiuis will pro- 
iicc^threc crops in year. V egeution is here fo 
extremely quick, that as fall as the water rifes 
the pilants of rice grow gbovc it, 1o tluit the ear is 
never imnicrfed. ‘ * 

* The prii)^ipal food of Vjie InhabltaUs is fiib and' 
wheat ‘and bajjley not being efteemed wholc- 
fome. Mofl of the vegetables an^ animals com- 
mon to other countries if> <h<> torrid zone, arc alfb 
ufually found at Bengal. Its great produce oi 
• grain *is ‘rice, wliich is commonly exported 
thence iiJto olhe^f«.untries. various accidents, 
hoAv'ever, the crop of rice jl||totimes fails, and a 
famine is profl need and of there liave been 
many inftances in Bengal, us well as in other 
parts of ^Hindoofiaun. One of the moll deplorable 
of this kind happened in the year 1770. The na- 
bob and feveral great men of the country diftributeci 
rice gratis tA„ the poor until their liocls began to 
fail, tholi: donations were of confcqucnce 

withdrawn. ^ Vafi multitudes then Qame down to 
Calcutta, the capital Englifh fetilement in the 
province^ in hopc.§V>f meeting with relief at that 
place. The*graaaj*ies of the Company however 
being quite empty, none*coiil(^be afforded: fo that 
wfteii the famine had prevailed ^ fortnight, many 
thop&fwJs fell dbwa inthc ftreets and fields ; whoft? 
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bodies, mangled hy the dogs and vultures, conipt- 
iijgin Lhe an, I'cemed to threiitcn aplague asthecoii- 
fc quence of the famine. Av hundred people were 
daily employed on tile Company’s account, 
doo»)s, Hedges, and bearers, to throw them into 
the river. this time^he fijh could not be fatcri, 
the river being fo full of carcafes, and many of 
thoie who ventured to feefl upon them ditti fiid- 
clJfnly. Hogs, ducks, anjl geefe, alfo fed inoftly o© 
carnage ; fo that the only meat that crfuld be pro- 
cured was' mutton; and this, Horn tlie drynefs of 
the ^bn, was fo finally that a quarter of it was 
fcai ccly a pound and a half in weight.^ ^ 

A very ling^dar and alarming pluTnomciKJue^ppear- , 
cd in the month of Auguft. Thif^wus a large black 
cloud at a diftaiice in the air, Vliicli fonietimes 
obfeured the fun, and feeincd to extend a’ great 

way over and ^about Calcutta. The hotter, the

day proved the lower this cloud feemed to defeend, 
and for three days cauled great fpeculation. The 
brainins pretended, that this phasnomcnon, which 
was a cloud’of infers, fhould make itj^appeararice, 
three times ; and if ever they defeendedto the earth, 
the country would be deftroyei by fome un- 
timely misforthne. They fay, that aboht 150 years 
before there had been fuch anoth*^ bad time, when 
the earth was piyrched for wanto of wat.cr; 
aivl this cloud of infeAs malfe its appearance; 
though it came mudi lq,wcr the fecqnd time C4mi 
j itTiad done before.' On the ^hird d%v, the weather 
bAng very hot*and cloudy, they defeended, fa 
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tliat they could, be plainly feen. They feemed to 
be about the fize of a horle-ftinger, with a long red 
body, large t^ad and^yes, keeping clofc together 
dike* a fvvaftxiof bees^ and, to appearance, 
quite^on a lincj* None, however, were caught, 
as tBe people whei^^ frightened by the. prognofti- 
cations of the bramlns. Whilft it rained they 
continued in one poiitfon for near a quarter of an 
Jiour ; they rofe five or ^ feet at once, Ind in* a 
little tinie^lefcended as much, until a ftrong north- 
weft wind iJlew foi^ two days fucceflively. Paring 
its continuance they afceiuled and defeentt, but 
more precipitately tlian fieidre ; and next morn- 
ing flj^e ah* was <iuite* clesy*. For foijie days before 
jthe cloud made ^its* appearance, the toads, frogs, 
and mftets, whicd^i* during the rains, made a con- 
tinual noife through the night, difeppeared, 
an(^ were nelihef heard nor feen but in the 
river, ' 

The caufe of this dreadful famine was a preter« 
natural drought. In this country they have two 
baVvefis, ope in April, called the Attic harveft, 
which confifts of the finallcr grain ; the fecond 
.called the gra^ harveft,, is only of rice. But by 
a drought Vhich happened in 176^ the great har- 
veft of that year^&Ued, as did alfo the little onetof 
1770, whi^h produced the dreadful confequences 
already vecited. «

brought in England by Captain<®irch.* Th^le^es 
are of a deep fhining green, the lower part rather 
paler where it is ribbed, and undulated round the 
edges. The fruit is of the fee, fhape, and colour 
of ail olive,'«with a moderately thin Igilk, and a 
kernel like that of the date ; five or fix grow on the 
fame pedicle. Near Calcutta is a Ihrge ipreading 
tree called the ruila, which makes h fine ap- 
pe^nce when in full bloom. Th# natives fay that 
this and another near the Dutoh TeiUbtfjpnt are the 
onl% two ill Bengal. They pretend likewife that

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ill a bad condition, the auls and other vermin being 
fo fond of them, that ufot a iiaglc pod is ever to be 
met with that is not touched by one or other of theft 
faecies ofinfeCts. This tt'ec bears flowers of bright 
crimlin, and all tlic lhades from thence dow n to^ 
ferigt^t yellow. Thoy are^u fuch plenty^ as almolt 
to cover the tree, but have little or no flnell.

Mr, Ives makes mentibft of a kind of birds found 
in liengiil) intl/iamod ai|;ill or hurgill. They are 
'^veryfarge, and intthc evening iinycftically llalk 
along like fo ttSaif naked Indians, for which our 
author in, fad at firll mlllook them. On difeov^er- 
ing that they were birds, he refolved to Ihoot one 
• of them; which, however, vms very difficult to 
be done. The Indians fliowed evident marks of 
diifatisfactiipn at the attempt] and informed him 
that it was impofiible to fuccced, ,becaufe thefe 
birds were poffelfed by the fouls of bramins. At 
, laft, boweveif he fucceeded ; and informs ns that 
. the bird ijg; fhoi extended fourteerh feet ten inches 
between tb^ tips of the wings ; from the tip of the 
bill tS the extr?niity of the claw was feven feefand 
a half; the Icgg were uak^d, as was alfo onc- 
ialf of the iliighs; Ac n^edi parts being three 
length. The fAA^rsof the wings vajd 
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back Were of an iron colour, and very ftrong ; 
ihofo of the belly were very ^ong, and on thebrcall 
Vas a great deal of down,all^of a dirty white. The 
bill was 16 inches round jit the baft*,* nearly 
triangular lhape, and of diifferenfe colours. In the 
craw was.^a^ land tortoife lO inches long; '^id 
large black male cat was foiind entire in its maw. 

The koufes in Bengal for the motlparttaade 
hf bamboos, which are of long duration. The 
'peopletravel chiefly by water, cfpecially^in theraiiiy 
feafon. They con(ifu6t boa)«( for war, burthen, 
and travelling# Particularly for bclieging places, 
they make them ofTudhaform, that,, when they 
run alliore, they are highei* the fort, which 
is thereby 'iafily entered. For their journiesty land' 
they make ufe of Sokha^ns. •T^is is a«fn?ichine 
fupported upon the fliotdders of mcn,^ by a pole 
formed of a number of flraight pieces of wood 
joined together by iron rings. The lides of the 
nxachine are ornamented with different metals, 
and over the top is thrown an arched covering 
made of woollen cloth, for defence a^inllthe fiuv 
and vain. In thefe machines you may lit or lie 
down and fleep as convcmcutly aS in a ^boin of ,a 
houfe. Some alfo ride upon elephaftts. Horfes 
aje very fcarce. In foine patts^of this Soobab are 
nianufa^iured hempen carpets, *fo l^aiUiful, that

The navigation of theMxhBvos/wbichth* Eng^tl 
and B'rench have been obliged to abandon on ao 
count of the climate, is carried^ on entirely from 
this road. Here they load their vefiels with rice^ > 
coarfe cottons, and fome iilkftcIBh, for thefetflands^ 
and receive cowries in exchange, which are ufed

Th^priells per- 
fuaded them, tfeatfitw^uld be more agreeable to 
Branea if they fubllitut^ the* pure and wholefome 
fah of the fea to that which they ufed. The fo- 
vereign confented to this, on condition that the 
exclulire trade Ihould be in his hands; that It 
ihould only be brought by the people of Bengal ; 
and that the boats laden with it fliould tlop at the 
frontiers of his dominions- Thus have all thefe 
^ falle religions«becn introduced by the influence, 
and for advantage of the prieft'swlio teach, and 
of the kings wh^ admit them. Since this arrange- 
ment has taken phice, 40 veffelsfroin 500 to floo 
tons burthen ejgh, lu'e anrftially fent from^thc 
to Affam l^dexf witli Jill which yields 200 
profit. They receiver in paymept a fiwaU

The .fields are ^ 
covered wiili it. Befides what , ft ^ftrried* into 
the inland ^arts, there are annually 3000 or 4000 • 
rhefts exported, each wei^^hing ,J()0 pouwls.

Though this trade pt^es throu^i the hands'df 
the EuFc^eans, and is ^rried on under their pio' 
te<9ion, it is not entirely on their own account.

have feldohSi d'uy concern in tliefe exjpeditions ; but 
* the Aru^eniaiis, who, fince the revoltftion in Per- 
tSa, arc fettled qpon the banks of the Ganges, to- 
which th^ fonnerly only made voy^ages, readily 
throw their, capitals into this trade. The Indians 
employ ttill .larger furas in it. The hnpoiEbility 
of enjt^ng their fortunes under an oppreffive go- 
'Vermuent 'does not deter the natives of this coun- 
try from labouring incesffiuitly to iacreafe them. 
'As.-they would >mii too great a ri^ bycuga^ng 
^ openly in trade, th^are obliged to have reeburfe 
to oluMleiitne methods. As 6>on os an European 
arrives, the-Genjoos, <who know mankind better 
than U commonly fuppofed^ ftudy his chara^^ : 
and, if they Frugal, ‘a^ve, and welj in- 

.fgniied^r ^a^ -to ^hi^as his hrobers^a^ caBiiers, 
^fii^.I^ er^roeitre bun nunie^ upon 'boumiiry. 
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or «it InLereft. This intereil/wlvicliis ufualty ninO'.* 
per cenL at Icaft, is higher wlicn he is under a ne-* 
deflity of borrowing from ihc Sheiks. ^ 

Tilde Sheiks are a powerful fainilj^ 5f 
who have, time iinineinorial, inhabited the Ifotiks 

• of the Ganges, Their liichcs diave long ag6#|)ro** 

• cured tliciu the management of the bank belong-i 

iiig to the court, the fanning of the publid re- 
fame, affid the diredlion of the money, which 
\hcy coin afrefti every yoar, in order to ^eive au- 
nually the^benefitarifing froniihe miiA. By unit- 
ing fo many advantages* they are enabled to lend^ 
the government l,75o,(5O0l. 2, 225,000k or even . 
4 , 373 , 0001 . at a time. ^When the government 
finds it im^oflible to refund tlfe money, they are 
allowed to indemnify themfcIVgs by oppreffing 
the people. , • 

The Europeans who frequent the Canges have 
not been fufficiently alarmed at thi|5 defpotlim, 
which ought to have prevented them Irout fubmit- 
ting to a dependence upon the Sheiks. They 
have fallen iato the fnarc, by borrowing conlider- 
able films of thefe avaricious financiers, appa^ 
rently at nine, but iii reality at thiftcen per cent* ^ 
if we take intonhe account the difFerenoe between 
ilie money that is lent them, an^l tliat in which 
they are obliged to make their* paynmnts.^ The 
engagements entered into by .(he French and 
Dutch companies have bfeen kept within fonjjj 
boKinds; .^ut thofe 6f theEngltih company have

tifilimUed, In 1^55, they were indebted ta 
the Sheiks about i, 22 ^, 0001 . 

The Portuguefe, wjio firft frequented this rich* 
^\i!^try, hkd the wifdoi|i to eftablifli themfelves 
' at Clfattgani a port fituated upon the frontier of 
^Andean, not far ftam theciwoft eaftern»^art of the 
Ganges. The Dutch, who, withdut incurring the 
refeiitment of an enemy that time fo formidable, 
were dclirousof fliaring in their good fortune, wePc” 
engaged irfiearching forapor^ which, without ob- 
ftriidlng th^T plau, would expofe then: the leaft 
to hoftijities; In 1603, their attention was di- 
' rt'Acd to Balafore ; and afl iKe companies, rather 
through imitation, thaT\ in conleq^cnce of any 
well -concerted j^'he*hie.s, followed then* example. 
Expei’iSnee taughf thenj the propriety of tixing 
as near af* poffible to the markets whence they 
ht^d their merchainlife ; and they failed up that 
branch of the Ganges, which, feparatlng itfclf from 
the 'niai# river at Mourcha above Collimbuzar, 
falls into the fea near Balafore, under the name of 
lioQghiy, The goverimient of the coilntr}^ pcnnit- 
ted them to ere<Sl warehoufes wherever there was 
jilciity of manUfadures, and to fortify thenifclvcs 
upott the river. • 

The exports ^firom Bengal to Europe confil^of 
inuflt, gui^Mac, Nicaragua wood, pepper, cow- 
lies, and fame tother articles of lefs importance 
JiTOught thither fit>m oftier phice^^ Thofe that arc 
gfSe imincdiajc produce of thef country are boriex. 
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faU'petre, filk iluib, muflins, atld fcvserat cU^reat 
forts of cotton manufo^iireV 

It would be tedious and uieiefs to ettumc- 
fate all the places where ttckeii and Cottons, ^ for 
wie linnen, intended to be vrorn plaiu^^iaint-* 
ed, or printed, are tnaitpradused. Dacca n^'be 
looked upon as the geuerat mart of Beng^, wbete 
the greateft variety of fined cottorts arc to be inbt 
vitfa, aed in the greateft quantity. 

The piuchafes made^ Bengal byitlK.EnropeJh 
natlonst amounted in all a lew ye&rs ago to no 
more thM 87/>iOOOl> , One>third of this fum w§s 
paid in iron, lead,* capper, woollens,, and Dutcit 
fpices s the rerounder was* difcl}A;^^ in money. 
Since theCSgUihhave madeAemfelves takers of 
this rich country, its exports harden increofod, and 
its imports dlininilbed, becauie the conquerorshave 
carried away a greater quantity of merchandise, 
and pay for it oiH of the revenues they, receive 
from the country. There is reaiun |p believe 
that this revolution in the trade of Bengal has not 
arrived at i^s crifis, and that fooneror later it will 
be attended with AlII more important gonfev 
quences.

near Harjee^or/^, ^ 

Sulgrant, is a black fione, which the Hindoos 
holdlacred, paying»great adoration to it. The cri- 
tdrions of its. excellence are round nefs, fiiiallnefs, 
and ii^oily appearance. According to the differ- 
ence of their forms, they have various names and 
properties aferibed to them. Some ofithefe flones 
are perforated with one or more lK>les,and feme are 
quite perfcift. They contain Ibmc gold ore. Some 
pretend thirt a worm is bred in theaftone, which 
eats its way through 5 and others fay, that a w^orm 
makes h paff.ige^ihlo the ftone. The Hindoos 
have wiiiten alarj^book upon tlic properties and 
virtues of this ftoiie. It fe a tenetv>f their religion, 

X atiy idol which is mutilatedj thereby lofes all 
ty, excepting thefe ftoncs, which, althougli 
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Lroken, retain their efficacy* They are found In 
the river Sown, at the ditUt^ce of forty cofs from 
Che fource. 

Kerumnafla, is a river, Vhich, cfier rimying 
from the fouth to Chowfai then empties irtby into 
the Ganges ; its water is greatly difcoinmeoded* 
The river Pbonpoon rims ffrim the fouth, and en- 
ters the Ganges at Patna. , There are a number of 
/millet IP vers in this Soo5ah, of which we take no 
• notice. 

The fummer months here aj« verydiot ; but ttie 
winter is very temperate. The rains continue for 
fix months. • • 

The country is continually covsrod with ver- 
dure, and^tSe foil is ft har«l, that, duriifg the* 
ftormy winds which blow her^ ;^u are np^much 
incommoded with duft. * Agriculture is here in 
the higheft perfc^Vion, the rice being fo excellent 
and of fnch a variety of fpecies, as are no wherS to 
be equalled. Kcfhrce is a ftnall grain, refcmbling 
peafe, which is eaten by the lower clafTes of pco** 
pie, but it is very imwholefomd. 3ugar-can(^ 
cultivated here in great abundance, and in hi^ 
perfeciion. Mughe is that fpccici of the beetle 
leaf which is ijioft ctlceraed; it is of a vyy thin anif 
delicate texture; of a fr^ant fmell, with a beau-* 
ttihl colour, and the flavour is t^^cioos. At Mu- 
Hcyr grows a flowcf, called jMiy^unS^ refembUng 
th€ Dehtoorab, ^dwhicl^ for fragrance, excels that 
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of every other place. Milk is here very good, and 
to be procured at a cheap rate. 

Moft of their houfes are roofed with tiles. Plenty- 
pf good elephants are to be procured here. The 
inhaUtanls are famous for building boats. Ilorfes 
•^ndipamcls are fcaree. Bahar is famous for par- 
rots and goats, and they have cut goats fo fat as 
not to be able to walk,^ carried about upon 
litters. Their fighting cocks are remarkable for afi 
fording great fport ; there arealfo plenty of different* 
kinds of haMs. Gilded glals is manufactured here. 

In Sircar Bahar, near a vil lage .called Rajgurh, 

, IS a quarry of ftoiie, refcrfibli'ng marble, of which 
they make b^h^iiienfsv Good piper is manufactured 
" here. Geya, the place of Hindoo woflhip, is in 
this SUcar ; thlji balled it Birhm Geya, being 
confecrated to Brahma. Her .. Is carried on a traf- 
fic of precious ftwies, which are brought from 
otfer countries. 

In Sircar Mungeer is ralfed a flone wall, ex- 
tending from the Ganges to the mountains : and 
1|||s tvall is confidcred to be the boundary between 
fietigal and Bahar. 

In Sircar Ha jypoor, there j^re a great plenty 
of the fruitc called Kuthul, and Budhul ; lome of 
the firft arefo large as to be too heavy a load for 
One mrfn to cprfl < 

In Sircar Chuippamn, they Tow a grain caljcd 
mafh, without ploughing the. ground, and it re- 
-^^j^resho further attention. LOng pepper grows 
‘ in the wilds* 
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Tirlioot has from <4d time beeh the reCdence of 
Hindoo learning. The vdtV iuid mr of this place- 


^Ire much celebrated. The inhabitants bare a me- 
mod of prelerving milk eur<fs for a*]«ar. Quf* 


f^oes are here fo fierce, that they will attack -a 
tiger. Hc^e are many Jakes, jthe bottom o^.one« 
of which is unfathomable, ahd the water i^rer de- 
creafes. There are dclightfnl groves of orange 
trees, which extended thirty cofs in the time of 
^A.kber. In the rainy feiTon, the deer and tiger^^ 
repair to the high fpots, wh^ the •inhabitants, 
hunt them ; thp deer they fiirround with an en.^, 
clofure, and take them when they pleafe. ‘ 

Rhotas is a very firong fortsefo, l^SuAed upon a 
lofty mounlnin, of mofidifficult/Kceis; it is fuSrteen * 
cofs in circumference. The enoloftd land £ulti> 
vated, and within this fpace are many fprl:(g.s^ and 
water may be procured in any pajt, by d^giiig three 
or four ells below the furface of the earth. ThA-e 
are feveval lakes within the fort. In the rains there 
ace no lefs than two htutdred delightful catarafl^. 
This Soobah pontains feven Sircars, fubdivided int^o 
1 99 Pergunnabs. The grofs amount of revenue 
in Akber’s time, was twenty*two lyore, nineteen 
lacks, nineteen thoiifand four hundred and iour * 
dams and a half, or ficca rupees a-5,57,985 — 1—3.

This foobab has Bengal on the North, the Bay 
of Bengal on the Eaft, Gofconda on the South, 
and Bet^f on Uie Well.^ Its lengthy according the 
Ayecn Akbery, Jb computed at fort^-three cofs, 
and.itB breadth jil? twenty. It was formerly an in-'^ 
dependeot country, confitilUf, of five fircars, which 
have finer. been«addcd to the foobah of Bengal. 
In the tim^ of the Emperor Akber, this foobah 
contsdned 129 brick forts. The periodical rains 
eontinue here eight months ; and they have three 
months of winter, and only one monih that is very 
hot. Rice is cultivated here in great abundance. 
The inhabitants live upon rice, fifli, and vegeta- 
tables. After boiling the rice, they flecp it in coM 
water, and cat j,t the fecond day. The men^are 
ifcry%firemipatl, ‘being exceedingly fond of orna- 
numts, and anoyfU'mg their boBics with fandal yruod 
^il., The women cover onlf IBhe '{own parts of* 
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the body, and make themfeltfe's drelfes of the 
leaves of trees. They live in h«ts made of the leaivfes- 
jl" the tewar tree. Here are many idolatrous tena- 
, pies built of flonc, and of great hefgkt. 
women, contrary to the general cnllditx of Min- 
wdoos, may marry two oiathree •times. Paper ^nd ' 
•ink arc feldom ufed here ; for tJie tnoft part they 
write with an iron ftyle on*tbc leaf of the 'Paar 
and^hcy hold the pen with tile till clenched. 

Here arc mani^a^ifcs of cloth. Some flcphants 

are found in this province. Thtfruiis dhd ilowert 

of Oriffa are vei^' fine, and in great plenty. The - 

Nufreen is a flower delicately formed, and of an ex* 

quiflte fmell : the outer flde ol*the is white, 

and the inndh is of a yellow coldur. The Kewrah 

\rowshere quite eommonj and'^'iy have»§reat 

variety of beetle leaf. They keep all their.acc(vints 

In Cowris, which is a flnall white fbeU} with an 

aperture in the middle, and they are found on ihh 

fea-fhore. Four Cowries they call a Gundab, five 

Gnudahs a Boory, four Booties are a Pun, fixteeu 

Puns one Khawun (fometiraes .they reckon SO 

Punsto tbeKhawun] and ten Khawuns are a Rupee.

Cutter. At the capital bearing this name 
is a^one fort, fituated between ^wo rivers, the '

The eighjh was wl^ere the w'omcn refided ; and the 

ninth w&s the iRajah’s fteepingapartmpnts. To Ute

. In the town oC Purfotem, on the banks of the 
(Sa, (lands the temple of, JagnaiU, near to which 
are the images of Kifhen, his brother, and their 
filler, made of fandal-wood, which are faid to be four 
thouGind years old. , 

It is related that Rajah Inderdummnn* of Neel- 
hurburbut, fcgt a learned Brahtnin to pitch upon 
a proper for the foundation of a city. After 
alungfearch, he arrived upon the banks Of the 
fea, •which he ^thought, on many accounts, 
prdijrable to anjr,place be hfd yet fecn. W^hilll 
he was debating with jumfc|^i|ivhetlicr to fix upon 
ifius fpot, or to continue* his journey in queft, ot 
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a 1ietter,4ie faw a crow dive i*\to tlie water, and, 
^fter ha^. :ng waflicd Its body, ?t made obeifance to 
tfS^ fe i. The Brahmin was aftoniihcd ^ this fight, 
•and as he umlcrflood the knguagc of birds, 'ife 
afllced the crow the meaning of this’ flrange proce- 
dure ; the crow aafweredf l^was formerly of Ihe 

fribc of the Dcwtch and from the curfe of a rcU-

gioiis man, was transformed into this fliape ; know 
t^iat this Ipol is highly favoured hy the Creator of 
the imiverfe ; and who^er abides h^re, and 
applies his ftilud to the worfliip of God, he Ihall 
quickly profper*. It is along time that I have been 
worlliipping in this place, and the fe^fgn for the 
accomplifliineTit of my defires is^neaT at hand# If 
^you arc of the nufliber of the rigliteons, remain here 
a fiiort period, and behold, and Comp vchend* the 
wonders of this land.** The Brahmin, ir^ coiffor- 
iiiity to the ^^■ord.s of the crow remained ofi that 
and after aflioit time, what the crow had foretold 
v'as revealed unto him, and of which he apprized 
the Rajah, u ho built a large city, and a place of 
worfliip upon llie fpot where the crow had appear- 
ed. The Rajali night, after having diftribiited 
juftice, heard in a dream a voice faying, « On a 
certain day caft fhine eyes upon the fea fliore, when 
the»e will arife out of the water a^jiece of wood 
fifty-two inches long, and one and 9 half cubits 
broad ; this is the iwe form of iM deity ; take it 
* up, and keep it hImAi 14 Aine houfe.fevcn daysf 
• Ccleftiak. 
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and 'm whatever Ihape it ftiall then appear, place it 
in tlietcinplcj and worlhip it.** It happening jull 
as the fi.ajah had dreamt, he, as inflnieted by 
,,jai.vclatioft, called the image J uganaut, and having 
•ort^dinent'ed il . with gold and precious ftoncs, he 
placed it in the Temple; when it became the ob- 
jed of worfhip of all ranks of people, and is reported 
toTiave performed miny miracles. It is pretended 
that when Callapahar conquered this doimtrjP for 
Soliman^Goorzany, he < threw the wooden image 
of Juganaut IntO' a 6re, which having no efiecl 
upon it, he ordered it to be call into the fea, from 
whence it was again retfovei^^d. ^And in order to 
giV^ erf <fit to^thefeTimages, they rejate a number of 
fuch incredible fleries. 

^ The BrahmviS waih the images of Juganaut fii 
thiifes every day, and drefs them every linn* in frefli 
plothes ; as foon^as they are dreffed, fifty-fix Brah- 
mins attend them, and prefent them Avith ygrious 
kinds of food. The quantity of yicliuils oiff^ed 
"to thefe idols is fo very great, as to feed twenty 
thoufand perfons. They alfo aV certain times 
carry the image in vpvoceffion a carriage of 

fixteea wheels, which in th^ lliiidovee language 
is called® Ruhth ; and they bclie*re that whoever 
affifts in drawing it along obtains remiilion of all 
his fins. , ‘ * 

Near to Ju^maut is the ^einple of the fijn, iu 
creeling pf whichnvas eK^Uhtled the whole re-* 
venue of (Jriila for twelve yetifs. No pne can, be- 
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hold tills iminesife edilicc^with*out being llruc 
with ainazeinenU The wall* which furr ountjs ih 
^»^hole is one hundred and fifty cubiis high, and 
nineteen cubits thick. There are threS Aittanccji^a 
it. At the eallerii gate are twa very nnc! figures 
'Of elephaiUs, each Avitljta man upon his 
• To the weft are two furpriliifg figures of horfen^en, 
cownplelcly armed ; and oyir the northern gate are 
iAved t\fo tigers, who haring hilled two elephants, 
are fitting upon them. In the front of flie gate isN 
a pillar of .black Hone, of an o<3agonal*form, fifty 
cubits high. Thcitj arc nine flights of fleps ; after* 
arcencling which, yoif c<5iue into an extenfive ciw ^ 
clofure, where yon difeover^a laiiA \fome, con* 
ftnidcd of^Honc, upon wliicl/are carved the fim * 
‘and the fiars, and round Uiem<i^a border, •where 
are reprefetiled a variety of liuniaii figuresi, ex* 
prelfing the diflerent paifions of the mind; tone. 
Ineeling, others pvolirated with their faces upon 
the earth; together with minilrels, and a number 
of llrange and wonderful animals, fiich as never 
<*xiiied hut in imagination. This is faid to be a 
work of fe^tMl ftmidred and thirty years’ antiquity. 
Riijuli Xuviing uSWinilhed this buiidlng, thereby 
erecting for himfelf a lallBng .monumeriA of fame. 
There are twenty-eight other tt?i^nples belonging 
to this pagoda, fix lx;fore the iwifliejn gat<i? and 
twenty-two w ithou4 the emilofu^ ; and they are 
all reported to havirf|performrd miracles, 

^lany pyctend that at thw place is the tonib of 
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Kebeer Bfowelvfeed, and tp this day" they relate 
many ftories of his fayings and adioiis. He was 
reveretf both by Mohammedans and Hindoos, on ' 
a^atit^.of 'his TSfifdom. and exemplary virtue* 
WheA he diedi the Brahmins wanted to carry his 
tody to be burned, tend 'die Mohanrj-medans in- 
fitted’ on burying it, feut when they lifted up the 
fiieetfroiii the bier, the corpfe could not be found.

The counj^ry of Hindopftatin, generatl|7^ fjilfhking, 
is in manf places greatly fatoured by nature for 
commercial advantages,' §nd tfia province? of Ben- 
gal, which are the more immediate objcdls^f Our 
confiderations, above all others. This foobah 
the empire, which was emphatically ftiled by the 
emperor Aurungzchc, Jennet ul belad, (the Fara- 
dife of Nations,) fpontaneoully produces, in great, 
abundance, ^hnofi every thing requijfite for tlie 
fupport and eV^i high enjoyment of mankind. No 
country can be betfer watered, by dP variety of con-^ 
fiderable ftreafns falling into or from the great ri- 
vers Pudda and Briinhapooter^ ^whieh render the 
inland navigation very exteiifi^^e a»d convenient 
for, the purpofes oArade *.

It is^o-^ 
wnied by a mayor and ^aldermen, as moft of the 
Company's fa^tories/ui India now are. In 1 757 it 
was furprifed by Si^^jah ud Dowlah, nabob oY 
Bengal, who took and plundered it ; ^his officcn-s 
confined 145 perfons inthe Black Hole, a iniferabk 
dungeon,- during a long night in the liottcll wea- 
ther. The immediate conlequence of this inhu- 
man conduel was the fgfTopatiou of who died 
before mcridng, moft of them in aftate of dreadful

But fonie fay, that beyond the ocean, there is a 
land of gold inhabited by mortals, who iiworiably live 
to the age of one thoufand years, and never fuiftr fick- 
nefs nor forrow, neither are ♦they fubjeft to fear, ava- 
rice, or ignorance. They nftvcr fpeak ill of, nor envy 
any one, and they are all men of integrity an^ truth, 
aiFcAionately attached to, and ftrivhig to prevent the 
withes of one another. Tlrey know not old aee, Kv^ 
continue in the vigour of youth all their lives. They 
are all of one rcUgion. Many other^wotiderfijl ftoriea

Feel Klianeh properly fignifies Elephant Sla* 
bits*. Hie nsiti\ 9 es of Hindooilaunr bold this animal in 
fuch e/tlrnation, that they conlicter one of them as 
equivaleJite to five rmndred horles. The male eTepbant 
is of fo gencieus a difpofitlou, that he never injures the 
rM;cnale« allhouglJ^ftui be the immediate caufe of bis 
captivity neither wi^ll he fight with a male who is 
much ^'oiTOger than Iitofelf ^ and, from a ienfe of gr,a« 
iitude, be never hurts his keeper } and out of refpeft 
lor bis rider he never bloAvs duft ov^r his body when he 
is mooitted, although at other times he is c;[^tinually 
aoitffing btmielf with ib doing. In the rutting feafon 
an elephant vras fighting vvHh bis match; when a young 
Me coming in their way, he kindly let him afide with 
kistnmk, and then renewe d the combat.* If a niMe 
elephant breaks loofe tp the rutting feafon, no body 
dares go near him without being accompanied by a 
female Jone ; . and then he fiiffeis birafelf to be boiuid 
without ofierin^any refifiauce. When the female dies,, 
the male will neither eat Inor drink for a confiderable 
I|e Vanbe taugUi vartLus feat^. He learns the 
ifloodta which cm only be underfiood by tbofe ikiUed. in* 
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unite, and moves his limbs ih timp thereto. He is 
alij.) taught to Ihoot an arrow out of a bow, and to take 
up jtny thing that is thrown down jind to give it to his 
keeper. They are fed with any kind of grain wrapt up 
in grafi ; and, what is very aftoniftiing, upon a fignal 
being given him by his keeper^ he will hide eatables in 
tlw; corner of his mouth, and when they aro alone to- 
gether will take them out again and give them to the 
man. An elephant frequenfly with his trunk takes 
water out of his flomach and Iprinkles himfdlf with it, 
and it is not in the lea It oifcnhve alio, he will take out 
of his ftomach grafv on the fecond day, without its 
having undej^one any change, 

The price of an elephant is from one hundred to a 
lack of rupees, ^ Tliofe of five thotj^nd, and tof 
thouland rupees price, arc not uncommon. 

There are four kinds of eleglinnts. ^ Behder^ih'that 
which has well-proportioned limbs, anered head, broad 
breaft, large eyes, and a long tail, withtwocxcrcfcencca 
in the forehead tefcmbling large pearls, Tbefe excrei- 
cences arfc called in the Hmdpvce language, guj manik | 
and many properties are aferibed to them. Another 
kind, called mund, has a black ikin and yellow eyes; 
is bold and ungovernable. That called murgfi ha%a 
whiter skin, with moles, andiueyes are of a mixture of 
red, yellow, black, and white. That called mirh has a 
finall head, and is eafily brought under command ; ha 
cojpuv 8 a mixture of w'hite and black, rtfllembling 
fmokej and from mixtures of the above kinds are formed 
others of dilfereut namesl^^d propertiesf • 

The ftj turn is very common ; and thla kind is 
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hand&me^ weH-proporSoned, and traftablc, has not 
much ii!»clination for tlie female^ and is very long lived* 
The bfy(h rej has a^dreadfiil piercing eye^ with a tre- 
mendous countenance, has a ravenous appetite, is vicious, 
and Aecps a great deal. 

Formerly it was thought unlucky to allow tame ele- 
phants to breed $ but the emperor Akber iiirmounted " 
this fcruple. 

The female goes with ]fOung eigliteen lunar montlis. 
Tht. foetus begins to have fome form in the eleventh 
month 5 in the twelfth month the veins, bones, nails, 
and hmr are difccrniblc ; in the thirteenth month its fex 
may be dtf ‘pvered ; and in the fifteenth month it has 
life. If the (emale incrcafcs in flrength whilft breed- 
it'ls a fign that flie is big of a mrcJe j and, on tlw 
contrary, if Ihe is weak, it indicates her having a fe- 
male. •In general, anrfilephani has but one young at a 
birth, but ibmetimes flie has two. I'he young one 
fucks till it is five years old, after which lime it feeds on 
vegetables. At this age it is called bal. At Jen yeara 
it is called powt; at twenty, bek ; and at thirty, kelbeh- 
,It undergoes fome change at every one of thefc period.st 
and arrivoi at matuHly in fixty years. It is a good fign 
in an elephant to have eyes of yellow and white, mixed 
with black and red. The elephant has two white tusks, 
an ell in length, and foraetimes longer. The tusks are 
foid to be fometimes red, and iikewife four in number. 
4a ek^iant ought to be eight cubits high and nine in 
length, and /hoidd mcafiire ten cubits or more round 
? the hack aiTd Jelly j and wlAe fpccks on the forehead 
%e ftipptScd to be very lucky. 
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The male elephant \vajits*tlie female in dirt.*rent 
fealo?is j fome in winter, fomeiii fummer, and olliers 
ill the rains j and at this time they commit many ex- 
travagancies, tlirowing down houfes and ftonc-walls^ 
and pulling men from on horfeback with their trunks. 
The fign of their being hot, is a filthy^ water, of a while 
or red colour, exuding from their tc?tnples.»and whi.:!i 
is of an infuftbrable fniell. Each of the t^nples of a.i 
elephant is faid to have tvveive perforations : before 
this fympton the elephant outrageous, and looks 
very haiidfome. The natural life of an elephant, like 
that of man, is one hundred and treaty years. The 
elephant has many general names, amonglHidiicIi are’ 
liufly, guj, feel, peel, and liawtee. An elqdiant, by 
Indiig properly trained mty be mad^'^ei^’- 
that many who buy an elephant for an hundred 
rupees, in a lliort time make him worth tenthoufeind. 

• Elephants arc taken in the following plac.S’ in 
Agra, in the wilds of Begawan and Kervver, as far as 
J^erarj the fubah of Allahabad, near Riutcnpoor, 
NunderJ^or, Sirgetcheh , the fubah of Malwah, HaU

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tin, anid font k to Ilczoofeh, and Qfnnn tlie foil of 
H^uif, in order that they might meafure with it th^s 
Babylonian Irak. 7^h, The Manwoneeah' guz of hxiy- 
niue lingers and a half, Maamoon AbaHy invented and 
ufed it in mcafuring livers, culiivatod lands, and^^oads. 

There was alfo formerly a guz confining qf twenty 
fingers, uled for niea faring clotlis. The gifz Mefahet, 
according to fome, was alfo of twenty-eight lingers, 
wliilft others make it ofdilfor|nt lengths. 

Suhaun Secunder Loedee invented a guz in Hindoo- 
fiaiin, conj!tHng ol’the breadth of forty^onc ifeunderees 
an.l A half, which was a round filvcf coin adulterated 
with copper : Hemaioon made it compete forty-two 
ifcuuderecs. This guz is equd to thjUj^-two fingcr^^ ; 
but. according 4o fome ancient affffiors, it' wai#ftn 
ufo before the time, of Loedee. Sl.iccr Kiian and Selim , 
Khan, who aboliflied the cufiom of dividing the crops, 
and made a meafurement of the cultivated lands, ufed 
this guz for that purp >fe,

the guz o? Akber Sliab, coafifting of fort)»lix fingers, 
W'ae uf d ns a cloth meafure, yet the focundertsc gii« 
was emploped for every other purpofe. HiTKj^ielly 
taking into coniideration the incionvenicnces arifing 
troiii a multiplicity of raeafurcs, commanded that for.

At the grand gate isjlationed a muftreff, to take ac* 
conn*! outlie receipts and ex tares of the hnram in 
ready money and in goods, 

Whenever any of this multitude of women want any 
ihiiig, they apply to the treafurer of the haranv who, 
;iccording t^iheir monthly ftipend, fends a memorandum 
thereof to the muflireff of the grand gate, who tranf- 
mits itjf^he treafurer of the king's palace, and he pays* 
the^Soney, In payment of tbefe demands no align- 
ments are given, but only i;;eady money. 

An eftimate of the anaual expenocs of the haram 
being drawn out, the mufhrefF writes a draft for the 
amount, which 4s covmtcrfignccl . by the mlniAers 
(late, after which it is paid in ft coin that his majedy 
lias -caufed to^be druck folcly*for this purpofe. This* 
jppney is«faid by the grand treafierer to the paymadelv 
^l^ral of the palace ; and, upon a written order heing* 
by the mulIirefF of the gati^, It is di^rlbuted. 
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a^^oDgft the hifcrior paymafte**s of the haraxn, and by 

them paid to the different fcrvants* thereof. And this 
snoney is reekoned in their ialaries equal with the cur- 
rent coin. • 

The iniide of the haram is guarded by women ; and 
about the gate of the royal apartments are placed the 
moft contidential. Immediately on the outhde of the 
gate, watch the eunuchs of the haram, an?l at a proper 
diltance are ftationed the rajpoots, beyond whom are 
the porters of the gatca 3 an^ on the outfide of the cn- 
clofure, the omrahs, the ahdecans, and other troops 
mount guard, according to their rapk. 

"Whenever the begums, or the wiveg of the omrahi

additional receipts of annual^ rental, hefides inferior 
local jurifdiblion, with ordinary zemindary perquifites.'’ 
Jagheers are neither alienable nor Iicreditary j but on 
demife of the proprietor revert to the government. ^ It 
ts for thisf reafoi) they are always conferred under the 
auiliority of the vizier, and not under the royal fe^* 
Whilft the Ct^uftitution of Dcyii remained entire, the 
♦tliabliriinient of thc*!Nazim De\van, the Foujdars, and 
aft the great officers of Gate,, the charge of ‘maintain-* 
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iiig a fl^et i,f armed boats at Dacca, to repel the ifl.- 
taclis of the Mnggs", the^rtillciy, and all the principal 
departments of government, wc.%e provided Ibr by 
allignAciits of the tevenue of particular traiSts of land, 
which were called from that ciroumdance jaghecr me- 
lials- The zemindars in whofe territories they were 
fituated were allowed a proportionate reefat^ion. in 
their jnmma : but of late years, as the fevcral nuwaubs 
gradually threw, off their fiil>j<^t^ion to the emperors, 
the lyftcui of jagheers has fallen into difiile, and there 
are not at pretent more than two-or^hrec inftancei 
of tijcir exiftence in the Bengal province. The word

difierenj^irom cadi^other on religious fubjefts), are 
ret uniform and confifi^t throughout U]ion this *, the 
Tame nfo(^e of computing their annals has always ob* 
gained, Ind the fame belief of* the remotenefs or anti- 
j^iity that now prevails maybe proved to have been 
inivcrfally ackribwledged, even at the time in which 
fome pretend to fix the hift appearance 6f letters in 
Hindoilaun.

*tlme aiti uninhabited nn^rfh/ ftill lloiivly emerging from 
an uiuverfal inundation ? ^ 

Great^ furely^ and inexplicable «au)!IHbe the dotfbts^ 
of mere human reafon upon fuch a dilemma wlfen an* 
aflilled and uninformed by divine revelation ; but while 
we admit the former in our argument^ we profefjb a 
moftunihaken reliance upon tl^edatjtar, befqje whicli 
every fufpicion muil fubfide^ and fcepticifm b9abforb« 
ed in convidVion : ycl from the premifes alre^y efta* 
blifhed^ this cemdufion 4t leaft may feirly bMcduoed^ 
that the world does not now contain annals of more 
iiidifputable antiquity than thofe delivered down tJy 
the ancient Bram'ms. • 

Collateral proofs of this antiquity may be drawn 
from every page of the Hindoo code of law's* in its 
sronderful correlpondcnce with many parts of the ifl*" 
rtititfes ofMofes, one of the firft oflmpwn legillators :
